ARNRRIH EN I obſerve the late Proceedings 

a4 of ſome of the Controvertiſts in the 
Church of Rome, and the deſign 
they have in hand of ſetting forth 
\ VAL VAR their Doctrines and Practices in a 
WAA way leſs offenſive to others, and 
= Wwe more defenſible to themſelves, than 
| m former Ages ; I cannot better 
reſemble it, than to a Carver, that being employed to 
form an Image of the Virgin Mary or other Saint, 
concerns not himſelf to make it like to the Perſon 
thereby to be repreſented, but fo as ſhall beſt ſerve to 
allure and excite the people to a.devout Adoration of 
it. If the Image was ſtrictly to be examined, and we 
had an Original.to compare it with, it's likely there 
might not be one true Line in the whole Compolſure, 
and that it might as well ſuit any other Perſon in the. 
World, as him or her whom it pretends to reſemble. 
And thus it will fare in many points now introduced 
upon the Stage by Yeros and the Biſhop of Meaux 
abroad, and a late flouriſhing Pen and others amongſt 
us, which carry in them ſo little Conformity to the 
Ancient Doctrine and Practice of the Church of Rome, 
Ahat Face can hardly be _ unlike to Face, than one

would be unlike to the other, if impartially compared ; 
and which, tf in another Age they had appearcd as they 
do in this, would have been fatpetted of Hereſy, if not 
condemned for it.For did they in former timesFormally 
pray to the Saints, and frequently beg thoſe things of 
them,which are only in the power of God to grant? The 
Papiſt after the new Mode of Repreſentation, is ſaid to 
believe all good,whether Spiritual or Temporal, comes im- 
mediately from God through the Merits of Chriſt; and that 

they no otherwiſedeſire the Juſt in Heaven to pray for 
them,than they do- the'Fa/$ on Barth, to be Foint-Petitio- 
ners with themſelves to the Seat of the Divine Majeſty. 
Did they heretofore uſe, without Scruple, to Worſhip 
and to pray to Images, as if the perſons thereby repre- 
fented were before them 2 We are now told, they give 
no other Reſpef, Honour and Yeneration.to them, than 
wedoto the Bible ; and that they can as wel pray to the 
Monument, &Cc. as to the Image of the greateſt Saint in 
Heaven. Did they formerly adore the Croſs, and direct 
their Prayers to it in the ſolemn Offices of the Church? 
It's now only a Rapture, an innocent Wiſh, a Rhetorical 
Flight. By which Palliations and Gloſles it may well 
be fuppoſed, they are aſhamed or grow weary of their 
Religion as formely pra&tiſed and defended ; and 
were they as ſincere as liberal in their Conceſſions, 
that they are haſtning apace toa Reformation of it.But 
now as we are not to judg of the Virgin Maryand other 


Saints by the Images and Pictures of them extant in the 


World (in which the Carvers and Painters do indulge 
their fancy) for then they would be Black and Fair, 
little and great, and what not? So we muſt not Judg 
of rhe Dodtrine and Practice of the Church of Rome, 
by the deſign of theſe late Officious Artiſts;for then we 
ſhould find contradictions in-their Infallible Church, 
building and pulling down, ſaying and unfaying, age 
againſt age, principles and praQtices againſt en 
an

end not Miſrepreſented. Ne 
and practices ; but we muſt have recourſe to the O- 
riginals, and fee what their Authentick Authors and 
Offices do teach, and what is yet practiſed in thoſe 
places where their Religion has no Enemy near, to 
contend with, or to make too curious obſervations up- 
onit, Which courſe, asI have already obſeryed in Dit- 
courſing upon the Worſhip given by them to Images, 
ſoI ſhall proceed in this preſent Argument of the Croſs; 
and ſhew what reaſon there was for that charge in the 
Catechiſm that they Pray direfly to it. But here our 
Author takes up the point betimes, and a ſtrain of Ca- 
lumny, . Infincerity, Defamation charged upon the Ca- 
techiſm, &c. runs through the whole Chapter, And 
why? Is it becauſe it has produced any falſe Citations a- 
gainſt them, or ſuch as are inſufficient 2 No, but the 7;,7 
Catechiſm takes that /iterally which is to be underſtood 
figaratively;and from two words in one of their hymns which 
literally imply a Prayer to the Croſs, takes the occaſion 
of charging them with direly praying to it ; whereas 
the Papiſts are never any where direfted to pray to the 
Croſs, and have no prayers to it, Upon the Reading of 
this, I was for the preſent at a ſtand, how a perſon of 
that Communion, and that Undertakes the defence of 
its publick Offices, ſhould be ſo Ignorant as to profeſs 
there are but two words in one of their Hymns to this 
purpoſe, and that they have #o prayers to the Croſs, nor 
direftion abowt it ; or if he did know otherwiſe,how he 
ſhould be as confident to aſlert it, as if noone had ever 
read their Offices, but themſelves. But being now a 
little wonted to his way, I began to think there muſt 
be ſome reſerved meaning in theſe poſitive aſſertions ; 
and by looking back a page or two, I find that heand 
the Catechiſm are not agreed about the chief Term 
in Diſpute, and that is the Croſs. For whereas the charge 
in the Catechiſm is,that they pray direfly to the Croſs, 


he,with much ſincerity,alters the terms, and faith, that

the Paithful Catechiſt produces an argument to prove the . 
Papiſts ſo ſtupid, as to pray direfly to a piece of wood, 
and amere material Croſs. But if that is a meer piece of 
IVord, which in the Conſecration of, the Biſhop prays 
may be made the ſtability of Falth, and increaſe of good 
works, and the Redemption of Souls, If that be a meer 
piece of wood, which they ule all expreſſions of out- 
ward Adoration to, by kiflings , proſtrations, &c. If 

' that be a meer piece of wood,to which they give Latria, 
or the ſovereign Worſhip which is peculiar to God ; 
Then indeed they Pray alſo dire&ly to a meer piece of 
wood, to increaſe Grace in the Godly,&cc. But if the Croſs 
they thus Conſecrate and Bleſs, and is thus effe&tual 
after Conſecration ; if the Croſs they Adore, kiſs and 
proſtrate themſelves before; if, laſtly,the Croſs they give 
Divine and Sovereign Worſhip to, is not a mere piece of 
wood, ſo then neither is that a mere piece of wood, they 
are faid in the Catechiſm to pray dzrettly to. For it's the 
fame Croſs that the one and the other, nay that all of 
the things here recited of, are in the Catechiſm appli- 
ed to. But becaufeTam willing to clear the point, and 
as much as I cah, leave it without exception,

For the further explication of which,and to add ſome 
authority to the aboveſaid character of the Croſs, I 
ſhall tranſcribe the ſum of what he writes of this mat- 
ter. It having, it ſeems, been objected, That if all the 
Croſles are to be Worſhipped becauſe Chriſt hung up 
on the Croſs ; by the fame reaſon all Thorns, Reeds, 
Nails, Spears, Sepulchres, &c. are to have the fame re- 
ſpe&t, becauſe Chriſt was crown'd with Thorns,Nail'd 
to the Croſs, had his ſide Pierc'd, and at laſt was buried 
in a Sepulchre. : | 

To this Gretſer Anſwers, *That all Croſſes are made in 
«<Tmitation of the Croſs upon which Chriſt ſuffered, and 
*of him ſuffering upon it, and that they may both Re- 
«rreſent That and Him. Wherefore we do deſervedly 
oh nony all Croſles, as they are Images,and an Image is 
for Repreſentation ; but we do not thus honour all Se- 
<*rulchres,Nails, &c. becauſe they are not Images or Re- 
preſentations of theSepulchre of Chriſt,nor of the nails 
*Ehat faſtened his Body to the Croſs.But if any one doth 
build a Sepulchre, or ere a Manger, or make Nails, 
*or chooſe out Thorns in imitation,and for a Repreſen- 
«tation of the firſt Sepulchre,Manger,Nails and Thorns, 
*&c. it is no doubt but they may be Worſhipped. For 
«then they are indued with, and have in them the Na- 
«ture of an Image, which is Repreſentation. So that 
as there is a diſtintion betwixt Sepulchre and Sepul- 
chre, Manger and Manger ; and which diſtinction is 
ſuch,that the one is an objec of worſhip, and another 
is not ; ſo there is betwixt Croſs and Croſs, that is,be-

twixt a Croſs, either Natural, Accidental;and Artificial 


when made for other uſes, and a Croſs that is Repre- 
ſentative (as the ſame Author there ſhews.) 


So that our Author might ſafely enough declare, Miſrepr-p; 
that if his Religzon did either teach or praftice ſuch ©: © 


flupid Idolatry , as praying to a piece of Wood, he 
could no moxge be any louger of her Communion than 
he could Sacrifice to Molech. For as it's a piece of

Wood, it's not the Croſs we are here concerned in, not 
the Croſs by Repreſentation, not the Croſs by Con- 
ſecration, which alone, and under that conſideration 
is the object of their Worſhip. So'that tho he may con- 
tinue in that Communion, and make this Proteſtation' 
againſt a piece of Wood; yet he cannot be of that Com- 
munioen andenter the like Proteſtation againſt a Repre- 
ſenting and Conſecrated Croſs,and call fuch applicati- 
_ onto it, /dolarry. For this Croſs we are ſpeaking of, is 
not only repreſentative, but. is alſo conſecrated for that 
purpoſe ; and there is an Office accordingly,with fuch 
Prayers, Rites and Ceremonies as make tt as well a Sa- 
Pontifica- Cred, as a Repreſenting Obje&. As for inftance, in the 
hag _ conſecration of a new Croſs. of Wood, theBifhop prays 
Crucis, in theſe words; We pray thee, O Holy Lord, &c. That 
thou wouldeſt vouchſaſe to bleſs this Wood of thy Croſs, that 
Salutare. ;+ nay be a wholſom [ſaving] remedy to mankind; a ſtabi- 
lity of Paith, an increaſe of good works,the Redemption of 
Souls, a comfort, proteftion and defence againſt the evil 
darts of the Enemies, mates our Lord, &c. And as'if 
this were not ſufficient, after the conſecration of the 
Tncenſe, the Biſhop fprinkles the Crofs with Holy-Wa- 
ter, and Incenſes it ; Saying, # | 
'. Let this Wood be ſanttified in the name of the Father, 
aud of the Son, and of the HolyGhoft. Let the blefſtrg 
of that Wood upon which the Floly Members of our Saviour 
hung, be in this Wood ; that all that pray and bow down 
themſelves fer God, before this Croſs, may find health both 
of Soul and Body, through the ſame Jeſus Chriſt.
